The history of women ’s clubs in 
Terre Haute goes back to as long ago 
as the Civil War and many of the 
organizations have met continuously 
since their founding. 


The oldest women's organization 
in Terre Haute—and probably in the 
state of Indiana—is the Rose Ladies’ 
Aid Society. 

Organized during the Civil War, 
in 1862, when a small group of women 
began to meet occasionally to help 
soldiers' families who were in need, 
this organization has now been active 
for 111 years. ; 

At the end of the Civil War, the 
group of women organized into the 
Ladies’ Aid Society. Chauncey Rose, 
prominent local philanthropist, knew 
personally each one of the women 
who were charter mambers of the 
society. Becoming interested in the 
club, in 1868, he aided in putting a 
bill through the Indiana Legislature 
which made it possible for a group 
of women to be incorporated. Thus, 
on July 13, 1869, the Rose Ladies’ 
Aid Society became incorporated and 
its first annual meeting was held 
in 1870. 

It has held regular meeetings ever 
since. 

The next oldest club in Terre 
Haute still meeting is the Athenaeum 
Club, which will celebrate its 80th 
anniversary this year. Miss Martha

Fifty-five years ago, the Woman's 
Department Club, one of the largest 
women’s organiaztions in the city, 
was founded. Mrs. Edward J. Turner 
was the first president. This club 
has grown in membership over the 
years, has its own clubhouse and 
has added many new departments and 
committees.

This year, the Terre Haute Branch 
of the Ameriean Association of Uni- 
versity Women will celebrate its 
golden anniversary. Organized in 
1924, it was one of the first branches 
in Indiana, having been formed just 
a year after the state organization. 

The late Mrs. Flora Gulick, found- 
er of the Boys' Club, organized the 
Lioness Club over 50 years ago to 
assist in the work of the Boys’ Club. 
Mrs. J. H. Hewitt was the first pre- 
sident. 

For 48 years, Chapter K. PEO 
Sisterhood, has been meeting regu- 
larly. Mrs. Fern Spurgeon was the 
first president.

There were also many other local 
women's clubs which no longer exist. 
One of these was the Portfolio Club, 
which was founded 86 years ago as 
the Pickwick Portfolio Club. It was 
started by a group of seventh grade 
pupils who started to read the “Pick- 
wick Papers,” and literature was 
always the subject of its meetings. 

Other older clubs no longer in 
existence are the Friday Literary 
Club, the third literary club to be 
organized in Terre Haute 76 years 
ago; the Arche Literary Club, or- 
ganized in 1901 and admitted to the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs 
in 1939; the Round Table Study 
Club, founded 73 years ago with Mrs. 
Stella Austin as the first president; 
the Chatter and Stitch Club, organ- 
ized 66 years ago (some members 
still get together occasionally). 

Also, the Kent Avenue Woman's 
Club, organized 63 years ago as a 
neighborhood group and charity 
organization; the Bay View Reading 
Club, founded 59 years ago as a lit- 
erary organization, and the Terre 
Haute Federated Club, founded 43 
years ago. 

All of the clubs have conrtibuted 
to the charity, civie, social and cul- 
tural life of Terre Haute. 

Of course, there have been many 
more women's clubs organized here 
since these were started. There is 
a saying that if one puts three wo- 
men on a deserted island, they will 
form a club and elect officers.

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A Brief History of the Woman's Department Club 


On March 25, 1922, the Woman's Department Club of Terre 
Haute was granted Articles of Incorporation by the State of 
Indiana. Eleven clubs for women united to form this new group. 
At a general meeting of the WDC on October 1, 1931, it was voted 
to purchase the Club House at 507 South Sixth Street and the 
grand opening of the new Club House was held on February 18, 
1932. It has been known as one of the outstanding civic and social 
clubs of the city of Terre Haute since that time. The Club House 
can be rented by the public for events like weddings, showers, 
birthday parties, and graduation parties. 


The five Departments of the Club are Garden & Nature 
Study, Art & Music, Literature & Drama, Social Service and 
Juniors. Each Department holds a monthly meeting - September 
through May - with a program of interest to its members. The 
Junior Department is open to young ladies at fourteen years of 
age who are sponsored by a member of the Woman's Department 
Club. The Cotillion is held annually to honor those girls who are 
members of the Junior Department when they are seniors in high 
school.

Although there are many people now conscious of preserving 
some of our fine old houses during this Bicentennial year, mem- 
bers of the Woman's Department Club have had an appreciation of 
and pride in their clubhouse since they purchased it in 1931. 
It is one of Terre Haute's fine old houses located at 507 South 
Sixth Street. 
In good condition when they bought it, the house has been 
kept that way over the years and has had few major changes. 
The house was built on one of the Original Out Lots of the 
Town of Terre Haute. 
Colonel Robert N. Hudson bought the lot from Charles Cruft 
on Jan. 25, 1861, for $4,500. About 1873, he built the house there. It 
is of the popular Italianate style of the middle 19th Century and of 
late Victorian architecture. The Italian style was made to harmon- 
ize with the irregular forms around the house. 
Parts of this style are the rounded windows on the main floor, 
the arched doorway with circular transom and octagonal bay win- 
dows with iron balustrades above. 
Hudson's father settled in Brookville in 1819. He was des- 
cended from an old stock of sea captains who originally settled in 
this country on the east coast of Maryland about 1700. 
Colonel Hudson came to Terre Haute in 1840, and in 1841, en- : 
tered Asbury University in Greencastle, from where he was gradu- Community Affairs File 
ated in 1844. He returned to Terre Haute and read law in the office 
of Colonel Richard Thompson. He commenced to practice law 
here in 1847. 
In 1849, and again in 1853, he was elected to the State Legis- 
lature. During the latter session, which was the first one after the f ШИ [N | 
adoption ofthe State Constitution, he was chairman of the commit- UNTY Р LIBR A nv 
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tee on banks and the father of the free banking system which ex- 
isted in Indiana until it was superseded by the national banks. 

In 1856, Hudson purchased the Terre Haute Daily and Weekly 
Express, which he published until the close of the campaign which 
elected Abraham Lincoln and, as a delegate to the Chicago con- 
vention, he threw all the might of his influence to Lincoln. 

After the campaign of 1860, the legislature elected him finan- 
cial agent for the state in the city of New York. While he was agent, 
the Civil War started and Hudson placed the business of the agen- 
cy in the hands of a clerk and went into service. 

He received his colonel's commission and was ordered to duty 
as staff officer under Major General Fremont. Later, he was com- 
missioned colonel of cavalry and served as staff officer in the 
"Mountain Department.” 

When Fremont was relieved of his company, Hudson returned 
to Terre Haute and organized the 133rd Regiment of the Indiana In- 
fantry, which he commanded during its term of service. He was in 
the war for more than three years, and almost up to the day of its 
close. 

In politics, Colonel Hudson was an abolitionist, in full sympa- 
thy with Owen Lovejoy, who was his messmate in the Missouri 
campaign. He was a radical Republican until General Lee laid 
down his arms at Appomattox Court House, and then he became a 
liberal. As an earnest advocate of his liberal sentiments toward the 
defeated rebels, he started the Terre Haute Daily and Weekly 
Gazette and advocated the liberal side of Republicanism. 

He attended the Cincinnati convention which nominated 
Horace Greeley, and advocated his election. After the election, 
Hudson sold the Gazette and later bought the Terre Haute Journal, 
which he owned and ran until 1873, when he retired from journal- 
ism. 
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Hudson was later an official of the Pennsylvania Railroad апа 
was active in the association which set up the Terre Haute Savings 
Bank. 

For several years after building it, Hudson, his wife and their 
four children lived in the beautiful large brick house. When they 
moved, they rented it to Monsieur Louis Genis, an official of the 
Midland Railroad which ran between Paris, IIl., to Decatur, III. Mon- 
sieur Genis was sent here to attend to the investments of his 
Belgium clientele. 

Thomas B. Jones, a wealthy lumber man, known as the 
"Walnut King of the West," bought the house in 1882. According to 
a story about the house in the Woman's Department Club Bulletin, 
it was Jones who had the fine parquet floors installed in the struc- 
ture. 

At public auction on April 18, 1891, Benjamin G. Cox, a partner 
of Hulman and Company, purchased the house. As the fourth 
tenant, he, with his family, lived there until several years after Mrs. 
Cox's death. The house was sold in January of 1918 to Alfred M. 
Ogle, a local coal operator. 

The Ogles and their children lived there until 1923, when they 
moved away from Terre Haute. They did extensive remodeling of 
the building by having the tower taken down and the tower 
entrance on the north side closed. Ornate trim over the windows 
and under the eaves was removed and an lonic portico was put on 
the front entrance. Also, both upstairs and downtairs porches on 
the south side of the house were enclosed to add two extra rooms. 

When the Ogle family left Terre Haute, the house was sold to 
Paul N. Bogart, local banker, who lived there for eight years with 
his wife and two daughters. 

The Bogarts sold the house to the Woman's Department Club 
for use as a clubhouse in 1931. The club had been renting another 
fine old house, the Charles W. Minshall home, on the north side of 
Cherry Street between Sixth and Seventh streets, for several years. 
Since purchase of the clubhouse was quite an expense for the 
club, no improvements were made immediately. 

However, in 1956, there was extensive remodeling and 
redecorating on the inside of the clubhouse. To make the south 
front room into one big room, steel beams were installed to support 
the second story, and the downstairs partition was removed. Two 
dining rooms also were made into one large room. 

Painting, papering and new drapes, as well as new fixtures in 
two powder rooms, completed this project. 


The carriage house in back of the clubhouse also was torn 
down to make room for a parking lot. 

The clubhouse has had other improvements, such as two new 
furnaces and repainting and stabilizing of the foundation on the 
outside, since that time. Just a few years ago, the kitchen also was 
made more modern. 

Club members have been sentimental enough about their 
clubhouse to keep it in good condition and maintain the original 
beauty of architecture over the 45 years it has been in their posses- 
sion.

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Woman's Department Club Rae proud history

Women who organized the Council of Women’s Clubs and 
the Woman’s Department Club which succeeded it in 1920 
were way ahead of their times. 

They were mostly middle-aged and older women, many of 
them prominent and wealthy, who had reared their children and 
needed intellectua! and charitable outlets for their energies. 

They were members of the Council of Women’s Clubs, 
founded in 1910; the Art Section of Woman's Club, founded in 
1901; Athenaeum Club, founded in 1894; Bay View Reading 
Club, founded in 1915; Clio Club, founded in 1898; Fortnightly 
Club, founded in 1904; Hawthorne Reading Club, founded in 
1883; Literature Study Club, founded in 1907; Tuesday Liter- 
ary Club, founded in 1889; Woman's Club, founded in 1879, and 
Young Woman's Club, founded in 1891. 

The Athenaeum Club continued in existence until just a few 
years ago, more than 80 years in all; and the Bay View Reading 
Club also was in existence for more than 50 years. 

Mrs. U. O. Cox, who had so successfully led the Council of 
Women's Clubs as president through 10 years of its existence, 
became the honorary president of the new Woman's Depart- 
ment Club. 

Mrs. Edward J. Turner was elected president of the new 
club. Official responsibilities and club policies were set at first 
and the remaining funds of $162.73 of the Council were 
transferred to start the treasury. 

The big achievement of that first year was the presentation 
of Amelia Galli-Curci in an appearnce in the Grand Opera 
House, from which $555.17 was added to a building fund. There 
were 237 charter members and by the end of Mrs. Turner's term 
of office in 1922, the membership had grown to 479. Member- 
ship was taken in the indiana Federation of Clubs and in the 
Fifth District Federation of Women's Clubs. 
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Mrs. S. Macy Cowgill was president of the club from 1922 to 
1924. The membership was limited to 1,000 and this was met 
with 200 other women on the waiting list. 

The need for a clubhouse was felt more keenly than ever 
and the club negotiated a lease for five years of the beautiful 
Charles Minshall house on Cherry Street. Gifts of furniture and 
art objects were made by members and patrons. 

Bulletin service was set up through a weekly section in the 
Terre Haute Post, with marginal advertising, which profited the 
club $1,972.65, of which $800 was paid toward the final 
purchase of a Steinway grand piano. 

A Woman's Exchange was launched and a Thrift Shop 
opened with a profit the first year of $400. During these two 
years $5,000 was added to the treasury. Good programs also 
were presented during the years. 

During the presidency of Mrs. Carl Fischer, 1924-26, pro- 
jects added $1,456 to the building fund and life memberships of 
$100 each were launched. The club supported the movement 
for a Paul Dresser Memorial on the Banks of the Wabash, and 
the Club Bulletin was started. 

Endorsement was given by the club to Community Theatre, 
the Banks of the Wabash Association and the City Management 
Plan of Government. The club added another $1500 to its build- 
ing fund proceeds of a Better Homes Exposition. 

The club joined the General Federation of Clubs in 1926, 
during the presidency of Mrs. William G. Clark (1926-28). Mem- 
bers of the Good Cheer Club for the blind, organized in 1908 by 
Mrs. Carl Wolf who headed a committee of the Council of Jewish 
Women for this purpose, were extended the courtesy of club 
meetings. Contributions were made to the Red Cross for flood 
relief and cooperation was given the Goodwill Industry and the 
Smoke Abatement League in their efforts. By then, there were 
892 members of the club.

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By the end of the term of office of the next president, Mrs. B. 
B. White, 1928-30 there were 1087 members. Co-operation 
with merchants in various projects of the Ways and Means 
Committee netted a considerable sum those years for the build- 
ing fund. A benefit garden party was given on the Moorhead, Lee 
and Hazeldine lawns and in the sunken garden. 

The permanent organization of the Junior Department of the 
club was started in 1929 and completed in 1931-32. 

It was during the presidency of Mrs. Horace E. Tune, 1930- 
32, that the clubhouse was purchased. Another garden party 
was held that year and an Open House was a highlight of the 
year's program. Many more gifts of furnishings were presented 
to the club. 

Art pilgrimage guests from all over the state were enter- 
tained and programs were presented at the new clubhouse. In 
1931, the club voted to discontinue membership in the General 
Federation and Indiana Federation. 

During the Depression years of 1932-34, Mrs. Arthur Cun- 
ningham served the club as president. Under the auspices of 
the club, Community Theatre presented a play for the benefit of 
the depleted Community Chest. Nature Study Department 
planted 116 sycamore trees along Paul Dresser Drive and pre- 
sented them to the City Park Board. A Lip Reading Course was 
started, the tennis court was rehabilitated, and the name of the 
club in wrought iron was placed over the entrance to the 
clubhouse. 

From 1934-36, Mrs. James Cameron Stimson was presi- 
dent. A Hoosier Salon Exhibit at the Fairbanks Library was 
Sponsored as well as a concert by an Ensemble of the Terre 
Haute Symphony Orchestra. The club took an active interest in 
having branch libraries re-opened and interested itself in the 
passage of several bills in the State Legislature. The club spon- 
Sored a drive to save the sycamore trees on Shady Lane. At the 
close of this presidency, there were 1,111 members, and funds 
and securities amounted to $18,700. 

Keynote of the administration of Mrs. John R. Gillum, 1936- 
38, was rehabilitation of the clubhouse and grounds, and the 
administration of Mrs. Albert A. Faurot, 1938-40, was marked by 
many especially fine speakers and programs. One was at the 
Hippodrome Theater with an audience of 1200 to see a perfor- 
mance of the Ted Shawn Dancers, and another was the Hoosier 
Salon Exhibit. A reception honored the Terre Haute sculptress, 
Janet Scudder. 

And so, much progress had been made in the first 20 years 


Department Club house provides 
pleasant setting for activities

One of Terre Haute's handsomest old mansions has been 
kept in good condition by members of the Woman's Department 
Club since they bought it almost 50 years ago for a clubhouse. 

Robert N. Hudson purchased the property in 1873, building 
the house shortly after that. The site is part of the original forest 
which surrounded the village of Terre Haute. 

Benjamin G. Cox bought the house at public auction and he 
and his family lived there until the death of Mrs. Cox, when 
Alfred Ogle purchased it for his family's home and remodeled it. 

It was next acquired by Paul N. Bogart as a home for his 
family and it was he who sold it to the Woman's Department 
Club in 1930 for $25,000. Through many projects in a 10-year 
period, the club had made the money to pay cash for the pro- 
perty. 

The oid Charles Minshall home, another fine old mansion on 
Cherry Street between Sixth and Seventh Streets, had been 
used as a clubhouse for severa! years before that. 

The clubhouse is of Italianate style of the middle 19th Cen- 
tury and the late Victorian Era of architecture as well. It was 
designed by an unknown architect with the Italianate style har- 
monizing with the irregular natural forms around it. 

Parts of the style are the rounded windows on the main floor 
and the arched doorway with its semi-circular transom. The 
rounded windows are decorated with keystones over the 
arches. Projecting from the entranceway is a protruding portico 
of the lonic order of columns. There are also octagonal bay win- 
dows with iron balustrades above them. 


This trend continued through the presidencies of 
Mrs. Malcolm A. Steele, 1940-42; Mrs. Gilbert W. Gambill, 
1942-44; Miss Bonnie Farwell, 1944-46; Mrs. Harvey Clark, 
1946-48; Mrs. Charles N. Combs, 1948-50; Mrs. E. S. English, 
1950-52; Mrs. Raymond B. Townsley, 1952-54; Mrs. Herbert N. 
Mace, 1954-56. 

Also, Mrs. Curtis A. Swanagan, 1956-58; Mrs. Claude 
Williams, 1958-60; Mrs. Ben Jenkins, 1960-62; Mrs. C. Eib 
Tingley, 1962-64; Mrs. John D. Ennis, 1964-66; Mrs. George C. 
Carroll, 1966-68; Mrs. Charles M. Hayes, 1968-70; Mrs. Gran- 
ville C. Lowe, 1979-72; Miss Helen E. Mahley, 1972-74; Mrs. 
Hugh Spurgin, 1974-76, and Mrs. Roy Simonson, 1976-78. 

Mrs. Granville C. Lowe was again elected president in 1979 
and is serving her second term in that office. 

All of these presidents, as well as chairmen of departments, 
committees and many other members, have contributed to the 
success of the club and the pleasure in its many activities. 
There are now approximately 100 junior members and 500 
seniors. 

In 1958, the first Cotillion for Juniors was held, the program 
started by Mrs. William Van Allen. This year's Twenty-First 
Annual Cotillion will be Friday evening, Nov. 23, at LeFer Hall at 
St. Mary-of-the- Woods College. 

At the start of the club in 1920, there were art, drama, 
literature, music, nature study and social science and politics 
departments within the club. In 1921, a French department was 
added and literature was changed to literature and current 
events. In 1924, politics was dropped. 

Juniors were added in 1931, and the French department 
was changed in 1942 to modern language. A Garden Club, com- 
posed of members of the Nature Study department, was added 
in 1956, and social science was changed to community service 
in 1957. 

It was from 1975 to 1977, that there was a big change in the 
set up of different departments. In the re-organization, there 
remained just five departments -- fine arts, home, Juniors, social 
service and world affairs. 

Currently, there are five departments -- art and music, 
garden, Juniors, literature and drama and nature study and 
social service. 

Although not as active as in its formative years, the 
Woman's Department Club continues to be an integral part of 
the community, to provide entertainment and a chance for com- 
munity service to Terre Haute women.

In the interior are the original six marble fireplaces, also 
reflecting the Italian Renaissance. Wide and elaborate gilt 
frames on the mirrors attached to the fireplaces and on the two 
pier mirrors in the downstairs rooms are also characteristic of 
the Victorian era with its French Rococo design at the top and 
sides featuring such details as small fruits and flowers. 

Ornate gold cornices also surround the walls in the two 
downstairs reception rooms and hall.

major study at Northwestern Un- 
iversitv where she earned both 


‚the Bachelor of Music and Master 
‘of Music degrees. She attended 


Juilliard School of Music. New 
York. on an orchestra 
scholarship, was a graduate as- 
sistant in music history at In- 
diana University. and for three 
years taught harp at the Universi- 
tv of Illinois. When interest in the 
early history of the harp led her 
to study art history she earned 
the Master of Arts degree in this 
field at the University of Illinois. 
She subsequently was appointed 
curatorial assistant and then a 
teaching assistant in art history 
at the University of Wisconsin in 
1964: art history was her major 
and music hirtory her minor 
study. 


Dr. Rensch-Erbes is the author 
of two reference books on the 
harp. and numberous magazine 
articles. She also contributed an 
article to the new (1980) edition 
of Groves Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians. She has lectured 
on the history of the harp at the 
Royal Society of Musicians. Lon- 
don, at the University of Wales.

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Woman's Department Club presents 50th Junior Department Cotillion 


Since it was founded in 
June 1920, the Woman's 
Department Club of Terre 
Haute has been a significant 
community resource. 

Created by the merger of 
36 different women's organiza- 
tions (some formed by the con- 
solidation of other societies), 
the club concentrated on spon- 
soring and contributing to civic 
betterment projects. 

Suffrage, literature and the 
arts unified women of all ages, 
but the club was particularly 
attractive to those who, having 
reared children, sought fresh 
intellectual outlets. 

Starting with a charter 
membership of 257, the club 
grew quickly. By 1958, mem- 
bership had surpassed 1,100. 
Now the oldest women's club 
in Vigo County, it has been a 
member of the Federation of 
Women's Clubs of America 
since 1922. 

Originally, there were nine 
departments within the club: 
Art, Drama, French, Litera- 
ture, Music, Nature Study, 
Social Science, World Affairs 
and Home. Some departments 
hosted prominent speakers 
and entertainers. Others 
offered classes or lectures. 
The Social Service Depart- 
ment supervised philanthropic 
distributions. 

A Club Bulletin, initiated in 
1922, continues to be pub- 
lished nine times each year. 

Since those formative days, 
some departments have been 
united and others have been 
eliminated. The Junior Depart- 
ment was founded in 1927 to 
offer an organized activity for 
the members' teenage daugh- 
ters. 

In 1959, Jane Trimble Van 
Allen created a new tradition. 
As the adviser to the Junior 
Department, she recommended 
establishment of a "coming out 
party" for senior high school 


girls. 
The wife of Richard Van 
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Allen, manager of the Terre 
Haute House, Jane was familiar 
with the Veiled Prophet Ball, a 
popular debutante cotillion in 
St. Louis each December. Upon 
convincing the membership 
that her goal 
was practical, 
Mrs. Van 
Allen was 
given permis- 
sion to plan a 
Junior 
Department 
Cotillion for 
Friday, Nov. 6, 
1959, at the 
Mayflower 
Room of the 
Terre Haute 
House. 

The Terre 
Haute Cham- 
ber of Com- 
merce helped sponsor the 
event. Invitations were extend- 
ed to 36 young women who, in 
turn, selected a princess and a 
four-member court. Each girl 
was asked to wear a long pas- 
tel-colored formal. 

Each guest was greeted by 
john K. Lamb, executive secre- 
tary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and escorted to her 
place in line by a Chamber 
member. 

Leo Baxter's Orchestra pro- 
vided the music. Margaret 
Beecher was the narrator. 
Mayor Ralph Tucker crowned 
Princess Margaret Diver as the 
initial Cotillion princess. Her 
court consisted of Geraldine 
Batman, Nancy Dischinger, 
Susan Fowler and Emily Cox. 

Hillman Jewelers donated a 
jeweled tiara for the princess 
and Cowan Brothers Florists 
presented dainty nosegays to 
each debutante. 

Tradition prevails next 
month. The 50th annual Junior 
Department Cotillion will be at 
8 p.m. Nov. 8 in O’Shaugh- 
nessy Hall at St. Mary-of-the- 
Woods College. 

For most of the first 12

years of its existence, the 
Woman's Department Club 
occupied the former mansion 
residence owned by the Min- 
shall family on the north side 
of Cherry St. at the site of the 
John Myers School of Technol- 


ogy. 

In 1932, the Club acquired 
the elegant residence at 507 S. 
Sixth St, built by Col. Robert 
Noble Hudson in 1873. 

A graduate of Asbury Col- 
lege (now DePauw University) 
in 1844, Hudson was a jack-of- 
all-trades: state legislator 
(1851-1855); city councilman 
(1853); and newspaper editor- 
publisher: Wabash Express 
(1855-1860), Terre Haute Daily 
Gazette (1865-1872), and Terre 
Haute Journal (1872-1873). 

Hudson achieved enduring 
national fame when, after 
being appointed Indiana’s 
Financial Agent in New York 
in 1861, he discovered that 
his predecessor had issued 
more than $2.5 million in 
counterfeit canal bonds. It 
was the biggest monetary 
scandal in state history. Hud- 
son’s sleuthing saved the state 
nearly $2 million. 

Hudson's notoriety garnered 
the attention of Maj. Gen. John 
Fremont, who asked the 
Hoosier to serve as his aide-de- 
camp. Hudson was commis- 
sioned colonel in the U.S. 
Army on March 31, 1862. 
When he returned to Terre 
Haute in 1864, Indiana Gov. 
Oliver Morton asked him to 
found the 100-day 133rd Indi- 
ana Regiment. 

Col. Hudson and his family 
moved to 321 S. Fifth St. in 
1878, leasing 507 S. Fifth St. to 
Louis and Emma Genis, 
natives of Belgium. Genis had 
been sent to Terre Haute by a 
London banking firm to over- 
see bonds issued by the Illinois 
Midland Railroad. 

When the railroad began to 
fail, president Robert G. Her- 
vey hired Genis to try to sal- 
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vage it He was unable to do so 
but, when a receivership was 
established, the court asked 
Genis to serve as receiver. The 
popular Genis family, which 
included at least six children, 
stayed in Terre Haute for 10 
years and befriended many. 

The home had several other 
interesting occupants after the 
Genises, including Thomas B. 
Johns, "The Walnut King," who 
was owner of Johns Saw Mill; 
Benjamin G. Cox, managing 
partner of Hulman & Co. and 
owner of More Park Dairy on 
Fruitridge Ave.; Alfred M. Ogle, 
co-founder of Indiana Coke & 
Gas Co. and founder of Indi- 
ana Gas & Chemical Corp. and 
Terre Haute Gas Corp.; and 
Paul N. Bogart, attorney, 
banker and the other co- 
founder of Indiana Gas & 
Chemical Co. 

After the Bogarts sold the 
home to the Woman's Depart- 
ment Club, the clubhouse 
opened Feb. 18, 1952.

. Athletic director and basket- 
ball and baseball coach at Indi- 
ana State from 1946 to 1948, 
Wooden compiled a 44-15 
record in two basketball sea- 
sons in Terre Haute. He later 
tutored 10 NCAA basketball 
champions at UCLA. 

After compiling a 456-251 
career coaching record and 
taking three different colleges 
- Creighton, St. Louis and Mar- 
quette - to the NCAA basket- 
ball tournament, Hickey man- 
aged the Terre Haute office of 
the American Automobile 
Association for several years. 

Both men already have 
been enshrined in the Nai- 
smith Memorial National Bas- 
ketball Hall of Fame. 
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
